A controversy developed 
last week when radio com- 
mentator Alan Courtney 
wrote a column in the Great- 
er Miami Journal attacking 
the University of Miami’s 
tentative approval of the 
Students for a Democratic 
Society, a group branded by 
the FBI as subversive.

subversive organization? 

The Universities in this 
country that are granting 
recognition to subversive 
organizations have no right 
to expect any respect from 
any decent parent who is 
concerned with his son or 
daughter's education. The 
time is over for this phony 
claim of "Academic Free- 
dom" being granted to sub- 
versive groups who are using 
colleges to destroy democra- 
cy and freedom as well. 

If the Students For A 
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ognized at the University of 
Miami, is it not time the 
citizens of. this community 
started to demand some ex- 
planation and accounting of 
this type of authority? 

The University of Miami is 
not just a private enterprise. 
Millions of your tax dollars 
and mine, have been poured 
into this institution and if we 
have a President who can 
grow so militant in banning 
Dixie, but finds no reason to 
ban the SDS, it is high time 
the community started to 
demand some % new leadership 
at this University. 

Our Universities were not 
intended to become ^privi- 
leged sanctuaries” for any 
kind of subversive organiza- 
tion regardless what it calls 
itself or what political hue it 
reflects. 

We have seen too much 
anarchy and violence already 
in this land in the guise of

Aside from the 
Coral Gables Times, the rest 
of the media go on pretend- 
ing that we are not to be 
concerned with this affront 
to our community and our 
University, because some 
devious and tortured reason- 
ing continues to argue for the 
right of subversive organiza- 
tions to function on our cam- 
puses. 

If the same concern about 
subversion was exercised as 
the concern about '‘Dixie” 
perhaps there is a chance we 
might stir the community to 
become involved to commit 
themselves to rid the colleges 
of these subversive elements 
before and not after the dam- 
age is done!!! 
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
